The finances of the State are represented 


to be in a very satisfactory condition, the 
receipts of the Treasury during the past 
year, being more than a million over the 
expenditures. 
The whole debt of the State 


is 839,268,111 16. 
Eleven millions of 


which is secured by bonds received from 
the sale of the Public Works. 
With the 


present income of the Treasury, the debt 
may be decreased one million during the 
present year. 


The sale of the Public Works is appro- 


ved, and the completion of the Sunbury 
and Erie Railroad, within two years, ren- 
dered probable. 
There is no further neces- 


sity for the Canal Board, and its abolition 
is recommended.

Physicians were called

held down and bad bis mouth pried opei 
with a spoon while an emetic was emptied 
into it, but he blew it out. 
He avowed 


his determination to die—said be had taken
